unloose the devil’s works—sin, sickness, and death. 

These three works, with perhaps minor exceptions, 
make up the satanic arsenal, with the human race as the 
prey; but “there’s power in the blood.” We have hope, 
because Christ is the stronger, since the Word says, 
“Greater is he that is in you, than he that is in the 
world,” 1 John 4:4b. The Scriptures clearly reveal that 
Jesus has undone sin, sickness, and death for the indi- 
vidual who can believe. 

SIN ABOLISHED 


Sin is Satan’s most powerful weapon. The first part 
of our text, which is not quoted, states that the devil 
sinned from the beginning. In other words, he sinned 
from the beginning of sin. With this means our enemy 
effected the downfall of man. 

We find that through Satan “sin entered into the 
world,” and “all have sinned,” Romans 5:12. However 
valid this tragedy may be, the truth of the contrary is 
superior. “For as by one man’s disobedience many were 
made sinners, so by the obedience of one shall many be 
made righteous,” Romans 5:19. 

Paul informs us, “That our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be destroyed,” Romans 
6:6. The word “destroyed” means to abolish, to do away, 
or to vanish. If slavery in the United States has been 
abolished, then the system has been done away. If one 
work of the devil is sin and if our Lord came to destroy 
that work, then, thank God, man can be emancipated 
from “the body of sin.” The text restated, “For this pur- 
pose the Son of God was manifested, that he might de- 
stroy the works of the devil.” 

SICKNESS BANISHED 

When sin entered into the world, the result was op- 
pression for the entire creation. “For we know that the 
whole creation groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now,” Romans 8:22. 

Whether directly or indirectly, sickness is a work of 
Satan. As a consequence of sin, our physical bodies be- 
come mortal and corruptible, and thereby become suscep- 
tible to disease, but we have the assurance of deliverance 
in Matthew 8:16, 17, “When the even was come, they 
brought unto him many that were possessed with devils: 
and he cast out the spirits with his word, and healed all 
that were sick: That it might be fulfilled which was spok- 
en by Esaias the prophet, saying, Himself took our in- 
firmities, and bare our sicknesses.” 

Our liberation from sickness was provided in the atone- 
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ment. Christ made a close association between sin and 
sickness in Mark 2:9, “Whether is it easier to say to the 
sick of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to say, 
Arise, and take up thy bed and walk?” In fact, while He 
was on earth, Christ “went about doing good, and healing 
all that were oppressed of the devil . . .,” Acts 10:38b. 

Jesus said, “All power is given unto me in heaven and 
earth ... and, lo, I am with you alway .. .,” Matthew 
28:18, 20b. Our Lord invested authority in the Twelve in 
Luke 9:1, “Then he called his twelve disciples together, 
and gave them power and authority over all devils, and 
to cure diseases.” He, likewise, told the Seventy, “Behold, 
I give unto you power... over all the power of the enemy 
...” Luke 10:19. In Mark 16:18b, just before Christ as- 
cended, He gave a final commission to all believers— 
“They shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall re- 
cover.” Again, we see that through our Redeemer a work 
of the devil has been destroyed. 

DEATH CONQUERED 

As sickness is a result of sin, so death is derived from 
sin, too. “Sin entered into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all men, for all have sinned,” 
Romans 5:12. Because of the sin of one, all must die. If 
man did not have a Saviour, death would be just a plunge 
into nothingness. Let us again thank God for Christ, 
who came to loosen the chains of death. “For if by one 
man’s offence death reigned by one; much more they 
which receive abundance of grace and of the gift of 
righteousness shall reign in life by one, Jesus Christ,” 
Romans 5:17. 

If a man is covered with the blood and walks according 
to the commandments of Christ, he can feel confident 
that even though “sin hath reigned unto death, even so 
might grace reign through righteousness unto eternal 
life by Jesus Christ our Lord,” Romans 5:21. 

In the fifteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians, the resur- 
rection chapter-of the Bible, Paul tells us very definitely 
that “we shall not all sleep, but we shall be changéd . . . 
the dead shall be raised incorruptible . . . then shall be 
brought to pass the saying that is written, Death is swal- 
lowed up in victory .. . But thanks be to God, which giv- 
eth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

THROUGH CHRIST 

The evidence is conclusive that sin, sickness, and death 
are works of Satan. These works are powerful afflictions 
thrust upon the human race by the downfall of the one 
man, Adam, but we are liberated through Christ, who 
has destroyed these satanic works; and “we are more 
than conquerors through him that loved us.” 

“... For this purpose the Son of God was manifested, 
that he might destroy the works of the devil.”

Saved and Healed Through the Atonement

Text: Isaiah 53:5, “But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; and with his stripes 
we are healed.” 


HE SUFFERINGS of Christ were for a two- 
fold purpose. He was wounded, bruised, and 
crucified for our sins. He was striped with a 
Roman scourge for the healing of our bodies 
in the atonement. We find deliverance from 
sin and healing for sick bodies during His 
ministry on earth, because He healed the sick and saved 
the lost. Christ is all-sufficient for soul and body. John 
the Baptist, the forerunner of our Lord, preached re- 
pentance, but nothing was said of healing for the body. 
Christ came preaching repentance and divine healing. 
He was to suffer for the salvation of souls and healing 
of afflicted bodies. 

Luke 4:18, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because 
he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor; 
he hath sent me to heal the brokenhearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight to the 
blind, to set at liberty them that are bruised.” 

The Lord was now ready to begin His ministry. The 
burden of His message was for the poor, the broken- 
hearted, the captives, the blind, and those who were sick 
and bruised. He was ever ready to bless those who were 
oppressed, spiritually or physically. 

Jesus healed Peter’s mother-in-law of a fever. Luke 
4:39, “And he stood over her, and rebuked the fever; 
and it left her: and immediately she arose and minis- 
tered unto them.” 

Luke 4:40, “Now when the sun was setting, all they 
that had any sick with divers diseases brought them un- 
to him; and he laid his hands on every one of them, and 
healed them.” 

When He healed Simon’s mother-in-law, in His early 
ministry, His fame went out. Many sick were brought 
to Him, and He healed them all—not just a select few, 
but every one who came. 

Matthew 4:17, “From that time Jesus began to preach, 
and to say, Repent: for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand.” This scripture signifies that repentance was in 
the beginning of His ministry. He began by saying, “Re- 
pent.” During all of His ministry, He emphasized the im- 
portance of repentance. He forgave sin, but always after 
repentance. He saved all kinds of sinners—the wealthy, 
the businessman, the common man like Peter and John, 
the downcast like the woman who had been caught in 
adultery, the hopeless like the lepers, the Legion, and 
other such unfortunate, sin-stricken people—to make it 
clear that our healing and redemption from sin are pro- 
vided for in the atonement. 

When Christ came, He preached divine healing and 
forgiveness of sins. Isaiah’s prophecy was fulfilled and 
was proved to be genuine by many who accepted Christ 
as their Saviour and Healer. 1 Peter 2:24, “Who his own 
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self bare our sins in his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: by 
whose stripes ye were healed.” On the cross He atoned 
for sin. His body suffered and bled for our redemption. 
Our healing by His stripes is again testified to by Peter. 
He also suffered that men may be healed. 

To accept forgiveness of our sins through His suffer- 
ings and then deny divine healing means to ignore His 
sufferings. David said for us not to forget all His benefits, 
or, in other words, remember them all. The two just bene- 
fits he mentioned are forgiveness and healing. These go 
together. In Mark 46:15 we find that Christ said unto 
the apostles: “Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” Those who believe by hearing 
the gospel will be saved. Man’s highest purpose of salva- 
tion is preaching the gospel. Second is healing for the 
sick. The Scripture says signs shall follow believers and 
they shall lay hands on the sick and they shall recover. 
They shall also take up serpents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt them. Divine healing is 
one of the signs Christ said would follow the believer. 


AFTER THE LORD had spoken to the apos- 
tles, He was received up into heaven and sat on the right 
hand of God.. The apostles tarried at Jerusalem until 
they were filled with the Holy Ghost; then they went 
everywhere preaching the gospel. The people spoke in 
tongues, cast out devils, and the sick were healed. Some 
of the fire signs were never made prominent in the 
Church, but divine healing accompanied the gospel wher- 
ever it was preached. Where the gospel is preached with 
power, men are saved and healed. Both accompanied 
the gospel at Pentecost after the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost. Men were wrought upon mightily by the Spirit 
to preach. Great throngs were saved, signs and wonders 
followed, and great fear came upon every soul. 

Many were healed by the apostles—the man at the 
beautiful gate and others. When Philip preached Christ, 
the people gave heed, and a mighty revival swept through 
the city. Great multitudes were saved and baptized with 
the Holy Ghost. Many miracles were performed; devils 
were cast out; the palsies were healed; the lame were 
made to walk. The same gospel preached with the same 
power will produce the same results today. 

Acts 14:8-10, “And there sat a certain man at Lystra, 
impotent in his feet, being a cripple from his mother’s 
womb, who never had walked: The same heard Paul 
speak: who stedfastly beholding him, and perceiving that 
he had faith to be healed, Said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped and walked.” The 
Word inspired his faith and the man yielded himself 
to God and became obedient to the gospel. Paul demand- 
ed him to stand up on his feet; he obeyed and was 
healed. 

James 5:13-15, “Is any among you afflicted? let him 
pray. Is any merry? let him sing psalms. Is any sick

OD MADE MAN to have dominion over all the 

things of the earth—the fish, the fowl, and all 

animals. He was to replenish the earth and sub- 
due it. Then, God planted a garden and placed man in 
it to tend it. When we think of God’s planting a garden, 
it makes us realize that He is much like man—after all, 
man was created in His image—but we go back to the 
great supernatural power of God when we remember that 
He planted a tree in the garden which was a tree of life. 
He planted, also, a tree which was a tree of the knowl- 
edge of good and evil. We can’t understand how just eat- 
ing of the fruit of a tree would give us life for always or 
how eating the fruit of a tree would open our minds to 
knowledge of good and evil. Neither do we understand 
how Jesus could say to a man, “Stretch forth thine hand,” 
and when the withered hand was stretched forth, it 
would be made whole and look as normal as the other 
hand. That is the supernatural part of God’s power. 
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God placed man on earth for a purpose. He had a plan 
—but man, in his willful way, brought sin into his heart 
and life and became separated from God. God is good. 
The Word continually tells of His goodness; all that He 
made was good. He loves holiness, righteousness, and all 
that is good. He frowns upon sin and all it entails. Be- 
cause man continued in sin, he finally became so abomi- 
nable in God’s sight that God decided to destroy him and 
all else He had made from the earth. When we continue 
in sin, we become more and more entangled with Satan’s 
yoke of bondage. We don’t have any right to be self- 
righteous about anything or to boast, “Well, I never will 
do this thing or that thing.” (I made the statement that 
I would never smoke and that it looked terrible for a 
woman to smoke, but since I was serving my father, the 
devil, I smoked sixteen years, and only the blood of Jesus 
covering my sins gave me deliverance from the nicotine 
habit.) 

Because God is just, a man who walked upright found 
grace in His sight, and he and his family were spared. 
They didn’t just accidentally survive; God presented His 
plan of a way to survive. Noah built the ark according to 
God’s plan. If we survive and make heaven, it will be 
because we accept God’s plan. 

All through Old Testament days God’s prophets did not 
just stumble around working for God, but they worked 
according to God’s plan, moving as God’s Spirit led them. 
They continually warned people of tragedies, disasters, 
and punishments which would come if they did not obey 
God. Does not a God-called preacher have to do the same 
today? We should fervently and unwaveringly cry out 
against sin and warn people of the disaster to come if 
they fail to serve God. Too many preachers are trying to 
sugar-coat the Word today, because they are afraid they 
will frighten their congregations away if they preach 
hell-fire and brimstone. Jesus wasn’t afraid to preach it 
(Mark 9:43-48). 

John the Baptist did not just happen to come along 
preaching when he did. God planned that he was to be 
the forerunner or the one to introduce Jesus. His message 
of salvation was “Repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand.” What was Jesus’ message when He came 
along after the Baptist? “Repent ye, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” Their messages were correlative. 

Jesus didn’t just happen to come to earth when He did. 
It was planned that way. He came at the time God 
planned for Him to come. The world needed salvation. 
It needed something it could put its faith in, something 
it could bind its hopes to, something to lift it out of the 
darkness and despair that was crowding it, and some- 
thing which would plunge it into the bright and shining 
light of eternal salvation through God’s own Son. Jesus 
came at the appointed time! 

Jesus wasn’t betrayed only by Judas, but by many. 
There were many occasions when the people wanted to 
take Him, but He knew when His time had come that He 
should be offered up as a sacrifice. It was not just fate— 
it was God’s plan. He was taken after the observance 
of the Passover, because fifty days after the Passover 
people from many countries were gathered in Jerusalem 
for the Feast of Pentecost. It was God’s plan to send the 
Holy Ghost at this time so the news would be spread 
abroad. A few years prior to this time, John the Baptist 
had preached, “I indeed have baptized you with water; 
but he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost.” Then Je-

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HOLDING THE BAG?

but because HE was a thief, and HAD THE BAG, and bare 
what was put therein.” 

John 13:29, “For some of them thought, because JUDAS 
HAD THE BAG, that Jesus had said unto him, Buy those 
things that we have need of against the feast; or, that he 
should give something to the poor.” 


HE MODERN colloquial term “holding the bag” 

has become very common among us Americans. It 

is our way of saying we are left with nothing when 
we think we have something firmly within our grasp. 

By way of illustration, we pay the bill, someone else 
reaps the benefits, and we are left with nothing to show 
for our time, expense, or effort. The crafty schemer talks 
us into what seems to be a quick harvest of rewards for 
seemingly little effort. It seems the American public will 
never learn that we must pay for what we receive and 
that in reality we do not receive something for nothing. 

I wish to talk to you about the most adept schemer of 
all time. Today he literally has millions “holding the 
bag.” 

Satan is no novice at lying. The Bible calls him a liar 
and the father of it. Nearly six thousand years ago he 
entered the Garden of Eden and literally talked Adam 
and Eve out of a heaven on earth. Today we would say 
he left them “holding the bag.” 

Think of the multiplied millions that have followed the 
tragic example of our foreparents. The man who is the 
subject of our text is Judas Iscariot, the man who became 
the infamous dupe for his part in the betrayal of Jesus. 
Although the bag in question was a literal moneybag with 
no special significance attached to it the things it repre- 
sents and signifies will never fade from human memory. 

Judas was not only holding the bag materially and 
physically, but more deeply spiritually. Through Satan’s 
beguiling subtility, he had driven a hard bargain with 
Judas. Like millions today, Judas could only hear the 
jingle of the silver and the flash of new coins before his 
eyes. The splendor of the present had dulled his senses to 
the horrible realities of the future. 

Satan’s master strategy is proceeding according to 
schedule. The chief priests meet. Both agree on the price— 
thirty pieces of silver! Now we see Judas on his way to 
the Garden of Gethsemane, leading the howling mob. The 
Saviour arises and is met by Judas and receives the most 
poisonous kiss in history. Poison because it contained the 
full measure of satanic deceit and subtility. The Master 
is taken and led away. Now Judas can relax, or can he? 
He has finished his part of the bloody bargain. Jesus has 
been sold! But the words of the Master, “Friend, where- 
fore art thou come?” burn in his memory. They haunt 
him as he turns them over in his mind. The bloodhounds 
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of conscience have him bayed, and now for the first time 
he realizes that the vision of splendor painted by Satan 
was a mirage of a deluded mind and in reality he has 
been left “holding the bag.” 

What can he do? What will he do? A trip to the high 
priest. A proposal to return the silver. All to no avail! He 
casts the silver on the Temple floor and hastens away. 
Hounded by the devilish sneers of a devil that had duped 
him and punished by the lingering look of the Master in 
Gethsemane, he makes his way to the outskirts of Jerusa- 
lem and soon is found swinging dead on a rocky ledge. A 
victim of his own hands; a first century suicide by hang- 
ing. Thus ends the historical account of a man that Sa- 
tan left “holding the bag.” 


How OFTEN TODAY we cross the paths of 
those who are “holding the bag” for Satan—some even 
willingly and perhaps enthusiastically, believing the arch- 
liar and thinking the things he has promised will be 
forthcoming. 

Although God is a God of today, Satan is a master at 
painting bright tomorrows. Tomorrows that will never be 
nearer than they now appear. 

Satan promises easy wealth but, alas! the dying rich 
man finds out that there is no pocket in a shroud. Gold 
is not needed in heaven and will not last in hell. The per- 
son who has sold his soul to Satan for the lust of money 
will truly find out at death that he is clutching an empty 
bag. 

I can envision the rich man in St. Luke, chapter 12, 
as he gleefully counts his money, takes inventory of his 


real estate, admires his bumper crops, and comes to the - 


conclusion that easy life at last has become a reality for 
him. However, I see a startled look cross his brow and his 
lips whiten and quiver as a heavenly voice announces, 
“Tonight thy soul shall be required of thee: then whose 
shall these things be which thou hast provided?” 

Satan promises pleasure. I see America as a nation 
that is pleasure-made and hell-bent. Anything for anoth- 
er thrill, another laugh, another exciting moment. Holy 
Writ declares, “the pleasures of sin are for a season. Tem- 
porary and transitory; they cannot last or satisfy. As salt 
calls for water, every sin calls for another sin; with it 
promising satisfaction but always providing a yearning 
that can never be filled.” 

Man is a spiritual being. Meats, drinks, and sinful 
pleasures can only pamper and entertain the natural but 
never satisfy the spiritual. 

There is only one place that every longing of man can 
be met. It is found in St. Luke 23:33b, “the place, which 
is called Calvary.” This world needs to be led away—away 
from its mad but vain search for satisfaction, away to an 
old rugged hillside and get a view of a Man dying on a

is a comparatively new field for the Church of 
God. It is a beautiful country, with many good-sized 
towns and cities. One of the largest and best is Messina 
(where our superintendent lives), which has a population 
of about 175,000. Though this country has been over- 
whelmingly Catholic for centuries, some of the Sicilians 
are breaking away to accept the full-gospel message and 
the future prospects seem brighter than ever before. If 
we can continue to enjoy freedom of worship and free- 
dom to propagate the Pentecostal doctrine, there is a pos- 
sibility that it will become one of our better mission 
fields. The credit, in the main, will certainly be due Rev. 
and Mrs. Lorenzo Sottosanti, for they are wholeheartedly 
and tirelessly working for the Church of God. Brother 
Sottosanti was sent here approximately two years ago to 
start a work and he already claims for the Church sev- 
eral hundred adherents. He is a very talented and versa- 
tile man, which adds to his effectiveness and influence 
among the people. The ten days spent with him and the 
saints in Sicily will long be remembered. No one has ever 
been entertained in a more hospitable manner, for it 
seemed they went to the extreme in making my stay 
pleasant. 

Brother and Sister Sottosanti could not speak English 
and, of course, I could not speak Italian, so we had some 
difficulty in communicating understandable thoughts to 
each other. He speaks Spanish fluently, and I know prob- 
ably thirty or forty words, so we mixed Spanish, English, 
and Italian in the conversation pot and out came, at 
least, some little understanding. We talked with our 
hands, pen and paper, Evangels, Bibles, pictures, calen- 
dars, and many other things, along with the different 
languages. To illustrate the problem, here is what hap- 
pened one day while there: They asked me one day what 
I would like to eat. I made a sign that I wanted an egg 
by putting the ends of my thumb and forefinger together, 
making a small circle. They said, “Si Si,” and the girl ran 
into the kitchen and brought back an apple. I shook my 
head and motioned that it was too large, so she went out 
and came in again with a tangerine. Again I shook my 
head no. They raised their hands and with a perplexed 
look on their faces said, “No compree, no compree,” which 
meant they did not understand. Finally, in desperation, 
I threw back my head and crowed like a rooster. They 
clapped their hands and laughingly said, “Ah hhhh! Si 
Si,” wagging their heads from side to side, knowingly. 
Brother Sottosanti and another brother began putting on 
their overcoats and I had a feeling that they had not 
yet understood me, so by going through a lot of motions, 
it was discovered that they were going out to buy me a 
rooster. I said, “No, no, not that.” “Yes, we do not mind,”

ROME 


Rome—a holiness preacher in Rome, the capital of Ca- 
tholicism. Rome, which is sometimes called the Eternal 
City, could more rightly be called another name that 
rhymes with eternal. Rome of antiquity or Rome of mod- 
ern time, she is ever the same. Her profligacy and licen- 
tiousness continues to shock the clean-minded and pure- 
hearted even in this our day. The ancient city of intoler- 
ance, bigotry, and infamous insults towards real Chris- 
tianity, yesterday, and today, and forever. She is guilty of 
the death of more men than Moscow’s malicious machine 
has ever massacred. In the glory, glamour, and grandeur 
of her heyday she was admired, feared, and hated. The 
Rome of yesteryear, under Nero and Domitian, persecut- 
ed and killed Christians by the multiplied thousands. It 
is said that Nero tried to throw on the Christians the 


blame for some of his own nefarious deeds. As I stood in - 


the ruins of the old Colosseum, which still stands as a 
memorial to the early nameless saints, a buoyant uplift 
of spirit swept over me as I meditated on the sacrifices 
so bravely and uncompromisingly made in the name of 
Jesus Christ. But I shuddered to think that while the 
Christians were exposed to wild beasts to be torn, man- 
gled, and finally killed, it was for the gratification of a 
smirking and sinfully-drunk audience of Christ-rejecting 
and Christ-hating men and women. It is said “while they 
witnessed these awful sights they were sprinkled with 
perfumed water which was conveyed about the building 
in secret pipes.” Some day these, and all people like them, 
will be sprinkled, not with rose water perfume, but red- 
hot fire from the presence of an avenging God. He never 
fails to avenge His faithful, though it sometimes seems 
so. He has not forgotten, and some day they will be 
confronted with the record of their heartless and demon- 
inspired deeds. 

Rome is still in the same business today, but at a new 
stand and wearing a different colored cloak. The early 
persecutors operated openly and boldly as anti-Christian. 
Today the same business is carried on under the title of 
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pro-Christianity. But in recent years, yea, even recent 
months, her system has harassed, tormented, and killed 
a great number of Christians, torn down church build- 
ings, and committed crimes almost unthinkable and un- 
believable. They are too numerous to mention here, but 
the facts may be obtained from almost any mission de- 
partment. The Vatican is responsible for all this atrocity. 
The power of the Pope is unlimited among Catholics. His 
authority is never questioned by them. If he wanted to 
stop this inhuman treatment of Protestants, he could 
easily do it. Let no one be deceived on this point. It is a 
reckless, radical, and ruthless movement that has for its 
hoped-for culmination domination of all nations and 
world-wide church control. While many professing Prot- 
estants languish in luxurious living, this machine of 
malice continually grinds out propaganda with the aim 
in mind to stamp out real religion’s resistance and take 
full control of the remains. This system has no princi- 
ples, ethics, or scruples. Everything that gets in its way 
must be stamped out. Many honest-hearted and God- 
fearing Catholics deplore this situation but are as helpless 
as we are to do anything about it. We can only ask our 
God to intervene and obstruct their wicked intentions 
and forgive them, for they know not what they do. 

The day I visited one of Rome’s most celebrated 
churches was an experience that will be indelibly printed 
upon my memory to be remembered for many years to 
come. Upon entering the large courtyard of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, the first thing that greets the eye is an im- 
posing statue of the great apostle himself. He stands with 
a sword in his hands, which is a portrayal of him as a 
defender of their faith. What irony and what audacity 
to display this, perhaps, greatest of all Pentecostal 
preachers as a defender of the Catholic religion! Walking 
past him, you go into a very large unlighted church that 
has no pews. You soon become accustomed to the semi- 
darkness and begin to notice the splendor and splash of 
the many decorations. The high ceiling is wrought with 
pure gold—gold bought with pennies and pesos pilfered 
from poor, duped people under the most heinous hoax ev- 
er hatched up by professing Christianity. It has sixty 
very large limestone columns in it. Their equivalent in fi- 
nance would probably build sixty small churches. Near 
the top of the walls are marble pictures of the 260 popes 
from Peter (?) down to the present day. What a volume 
could be written about the escapades of some of these 
priests! Before arriving at the altar, where burning can- 
dles and other idols are much in evidence, you pass two 
giant statues of Peter and Paul. These great men died for 
the faith, but, thank God, their invincible spirits live on 
in the memories, testimonies, and sermons of the faith- 
ful. A question suddenly flashes through your mind, 
“What would happen if these men would come back to 
life in our time?” 

But first, let’s stroll past the altar through the door be- 
hind it into another courtyard. Against the wall in one 
corner is a souvenir shop which is operated by a priest 
and two young men. They look dignified and pious 
enough, so you walk a little closer to look over their 
wares. But you receive a shock strong enough to end all 
shocks, for behold! the first item is “Old John Barley- 
corn” himself. WHAT? Whiskey sold in the church? 
Whiskey sold by priests? But wait, it is not as bad as you 
might think. Do not judge too quickly or too harshly. 
They made this whiskey themselves and just think, all 
the profit goes into the church treasury. You feel hot— 
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then cold—then nauseated—and then all feeling seems 
to flee, and you stand stunned and numbed at the ef- 
frontery of this desecration. Then another shock trans- 
forms you back into the realms of reality and you real- 
ize that you should not be surprised at anything being 
done in the name of religion in this agnostic age. You 
feel impelled to do something—either preach and pray, or 
denounce and overturn tables—but you persuade yourself 
that neither would be advisable under the circumstances, 
so with effort you get hold of yourself and walk away in 
disgust. 

BUT SOME PROTESTANT CHURCHES ARE JUST 
ABOUT AS BAD. They have their social parties and rec- 
reational rooms in their church buildings, and in some 
instances dancing and gambling to balance the church 
budget. This is also a stench in the nostrils of God, for 
He has definitely declared, “My house shall be called 
a house of prayer.” Powerless Pentecostalism has, per- 
haps, already made her start down the same road. In 
many cases they already have their supper rooms (up- 
per rooms having gone with the worldly winds), clubs, 
and recreational activities. We must beware lest this 
creeping paralysis of substituting the material to make 
up for the lack of the spiritual strangle us, the Church 
of the living God, into submission to Satan’s strategy. 
The church will never need to fill the appetite of the na- 
tural man as long as it can satisfy the need of his soul. 
Neither will it need to quench the natural thirst while 
the Fountain of Life flows unhindered. Bible-preaching 
preachers and Bible-believing believers can be perfectly 
and blissfully happy feeding on the Word of God and the 
promises contained therein. 

With these thoughts filling your mind, you hurry out 
into the pure air, for it seems that the atmosphere inside 
is contaminated. During the walk back through the 
church, the thought comes racing into your mind again 
about Peter and Paul springing into life again. You have 
a feeling that they would do one of these two things— 
either start a house-cleaning revival, or do as you have 
done, walk away in indignation and disgust. But great as 
they were, they have had their day. THE MANTLE OF 
RESPONSIBILITY HAS FALLEN UPON OUR SHOUL- 
DERS and it is now up to us to take the torch they car- 
ried so valiantly and lift it higher and higher until there 
will never be an excuse for people not knowing the real 
truth of the real gospel. This is a day in which we need 
voices, clear and unmistakable, crying out against sin 
and idolatry. It is my constant prayer that the Church 
of God will not lose her voice of individuality and dis- 
tinctiveness in the masses of earth’s religious mixtures 
until she becomes, like many others, a “me-too parrot.” 
Let her dare to be different, when it is a requisite to 
sticking to the Word of God. THE MINISTER IS THE 
KEY. AS HE GOES, SO GOES THE CHURCH. This is true 
in the homeland, and it is equally true on the mission 
fields. There should be no place for pantywaist and pusil- 
lanimous preachers in our Pentecostal pulpits today. We 
must have preachers who will preach to please God rath- 
er than watered-down, enticing, ear-tickling, men-pleas- 
ing oratory to pacify and pamper the personality-con- 
scious people of this day. We need, in our time, many ex- 
act replicas of Peter and Paul to rise up and stir a lost 
world staggering on its last legs toward an endless hell: 
Men who will not compromise for prestige and populari- 
ty. Not gullible men yielding to the guile of Satan, but 
men who will be faithful to the full gospel. Men who will 
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not give spineless acquiescence to things that cripple 
conscience, even though by being different they are ac- 
cused of offending others and opposing official opinion. 
Men who will not allow their minds to be run through 
machines of persuasion or pressure, but choose to have 
minds of their own, unhampered and unhitched. Men 
who will never submit to coercion, neither will they re- 
sort to subterfuge to avoid taking a stand for truth and 
right. Men who will not quibble over trifles or quarrel 
over personalities, knowing that both fade into insignifi- 
cance when a vision of the whitened fields, ready for the 
reaping, is seen. Men who will take a stand before finding 
out which way the wind is blowing. Men not doing things 
for self-aggrandizement, but doing all for Him and Him 
alone. Men whose spirits can neither be broken nor bent. 
Men who had rather have the approval of God than the 
applause of men. Twice-born men who are not afraid to 
die, for they know that in dying they shall live and that 
eternally. Men not seeking places but the place. Men not 
pulling for higher positions, but praying for His sanction 
upon their present places. Men who know that no man, 
or men, can stop their march to the place God has cho- 
sen and destined they should fill. Men working for souls 
and not for silly smiles. Men laboring for a purpose and 
not longing for popular places and positions. Men whose 
abandonment of carnal selfishness has been made com- 
plete by an absolute, final, and an unconditional sur- 
render to Calvary’s crucified One. Men who have learned 
that without Jesus Christ everything is nothing and that 
with Him nothing is everything. Men filled with a pas- 
sion and not with pomp and pride. Men who will 
preach what they believe and live what they preach. 
Men who are Christ-followers and not crowd-followers. 
Men who will preach if earthly payday never comes. Men 
who know that dollars missed below, because of obedi- 
ence to God, will bring dividends above when the Books 
are balanced and God’s payroll is prepared. Men who 
know that God’s pay is sometimes slow, but continue to 
cry out against sin and wickedness, knowing that heav- 
en’s pay check will be heaped up and running over when 
it does come. 

A ministry like this, backed up by a godly and prayer- 
ful membership, can make a cold world become cognizant 
of its presence and can rescue thousands of tired, weary 
souls from the enslavement of Satan into the arms of a 
loving Saviour. God grant that it shall be so soon, for the 
dark clouds of night are falling and the end of all things 
is at hand.

among you? let him call for the elders of the church;

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CRIME PICTURE IN LOS ANGELES 
REVEALED 

LOS ANGELES, California (EP) One 
of the unprettiest pictures of the year 
is that presented by the Los Angeles 
Police Department in its report on 
crime in Los Angeles. Crime in almost 
every category increased during 1953 
as compared with 1952. Arrests in- 
creased also and at a greater rate 
than the crimes : } testifying to 
the vigilance of the Police Depart- 
ment. 6.8 per cent more auto thefts, 
22.9 per cent more burglaries, 16.7 per 
cent more aggravated assaults, 15.2 
per cent more robberies, and 1.2 per 
cent more murders were committed in 
1953 in Los Angeles than in 1952. Es- 
pecially significant is the rise in ju- 
venile arrests—robbery arrests invol- 
ving juveniles showed an increase of 
52.7 per cent and juveniles booked on 
narcotics charges increased 42.9 per 


cent. 


EVANGELICAL PRESS MAPS 
PRESS MONTH OBSERVANCE 
CHICAGO (EP) The _ Executive 
Board of the Evangelical Press Associ- 
ation met recently for its spring ses- 
sion at Chicago, making plans for its 
annual observance of Protestant Press 
Month during October of this year. 
The Association expects to furnish ar- 
ticles on the value and need of Chris- 
tian publications in the homes of 
America, and will also feature a car- 
toon by a leading gospel cartoonist. 
Materials are furnished to all member 
ublications of the EPA for their Oc- 
ober issues. The use of these mate- 
rials during the month of October 
brings a common emphasis on the 
need of Christian literature which is 
having its effect throughout the coun- 
try. 
The Board of EPA also began lay- 
ing plans for the 1955 convention of 
the Association which is to take place 
in Chicago the last week of January. 
The Rev. J. Fred Parker, editor of the 
Nazarene Church youth publication, 
— is president of the organiza- 
tion. 


NO RELATIONS WITH VATICAN 
PLANNED SAYS DULLES 
WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles said 
here there were no plans to resume 
relations between the United States 
and the Vatican. Mr. Dulles made the 
statement in answer to a question put 
to him at his weekly press conference. 
He was asked: “Mr. Secretary, will 
you give us the Administration’s posi- 
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tion on relations with the Vatican? 
Are there any plans for setting up 
either direct or personal relations with 
the Holy See? Do you see values in 
such an association?” Mr. Dulles re- 
plied: “I know of no plans to alter 
the present situation.” 

In February, it was disclosed that 
Under Secretary of State Walter 
Bedell Smith had declared that he 
“personally” favored the re-establish- 
ment of “some kind of formal rela- 
tions” with the Holy See. He called 
such a relationship “advantageous.” 
General Smith stated his position in 
testimony before the House Appropri- 
ations Committee. 

Presidents Roosevelt and Truman 
maintained a personal envoy to Pope 
Pius XII. The relationship ended when 
the envoy, Myron C. Taylor, resigned 
in January, 1950. President Truman’s 
nomination of General Mark Clark to 
be U.S. Ambassador to the Vatican in 
January, 1952, aroused so much op- 
position that General Clark asked that 
his name be withdrawn. 


U.S. SENATE APPROVES PRAYER 
ROOM 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) The Sen- 
ate recently approved a resolution, al- 
ready approved by the House, direct- 
ing the architect of the Capitol “to 
make available a room, with facilities 
for prayer and meditation, for use of 
members” of Congress. 


HORROR COMICS INVESTIGATED 

NEW YORK (EP) Of the 80 million 
comic books sold in the U.S. and Can- 
ada every month, about a quarter are 
what the trade calls “horror comics.” 
They deserve the title. Last week, in 
Manhattan, the comic book publishing 
center of the U.S., a three-man Senate 
Subcommittee on Juvenile Delinquen- 
cy began an investigation to find out 
“the impact upon adolescents” of hor- 
ror comic ks. The committee never 
found out exactly what the impact 
was, but it did get some interesting 
testimonies on how comic books are 
distributed. 

Up before the committee stepped 
William Richter, counsel for the News- 
dealers Association of Greater New 
York, which represents more than 
1,000 newsstands and stationery stores. 
Crime-and-horror comics, said Rich- 
ter, are forced by the distributors on 
many newsstand dealers who do not 
want to sell them. They are often in- 
cluded in the same wired bundles with 
slick-paper magazines, even ie = 
they have not been ordered. If the 











retailer returns an “unreasonable 
amount,” said Richter, “he can be cut 
off completely” from his supply of 
fast-selling, popular magazines. 

In defense of the crime books, Pub- 
lisher (Entertaining Comics Group) 
William Gaines opposed any censor- 
ship on the ground that the publishers 
themselves are best qualified to de- 
cide what is “good taste.” Tennessee’s 
Democratic Senator, Estes Kefauver 
dryly asked whether Publisher Gaines 
considered “good taste” a comic book 
cover showing an ax-wielding man 
holding aloft the severed head of a 
blonde. Answered Gaines: “Yes, I do— 
for the cover of a horror comic. I 
think it would be in bad taste if the 
head were held a little higher so the 
neck would show with the blood drip- 
ping out.” Said Senator Kefauver: 
“You’ve got blood dripping from the 
mouth.” 

Senator Kefauver went on to criti- 
cize the Child Study Association of 
America, after learning that three 
members of the group were on the 
payrolls of the comic book publishers. 
Charged Kefauver: “You have de- 
ceived the public .. . by putting out 
advice to parents with the principal 
research and writing done by people 
in the pay of publishers, and you do 
not divulge these facts.” 


COMMUNISTS FLOODING U.S. 
WITH DOPE 

LOS ANGELES (EP) Communist ef- 
forts to weaken the United States in- - 
clude a program of shipping huge 
quantities of narcotics into this coun- 
try through the ports of Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, Councilman Ed- 
ward Roybal charged in a resolution 
he introduced before the City Council 
of Los Angeles. 

The resolution, unanimously neo 
ed, called upon Congress to provide 
additional Customs Bureau personnel, 
and asked the Chief of Police and the 
City Health Officer to recommend 
antinarcotic measures. Roybal said 
that a Customs Bureau official has 
estimated that his ~ aoe y! could stop 
only about 5 per cent of the narcotic 
shipments now arriving. 


SPAIN SETS UP ANTI- 
PROTESTANT OFFICE 

BARCELONA, Spain (EP) A secre- 
tariat for the Preservation of the 
Faith has been created in Barcelona, 
with the explicit directive to work for 
the repression of Protestant propa- 
ganda. The office was set up following 
a letter from the Catholic Bishop 
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which charged that proselyting activi- 
ties of Protestants were “intense, tena- 
cious, systematized, and provocative,” 
that they were almost entirely illegal, 
and had been greatly intensified since 
the end of World War II. “It is one 
thing,” the Bishop said, “for us Cath- 
olics to refrain from molesting Protes- 
tants on account of their beliefs, but 
it is another matter when they molest 
Catholics with the object of separat- 
ing them from the church.” 


FLYING MISSIONARY AIDS 
IN ARTIC RESCUE 

FAIRBANKS, Alaska (EP) The Rev. 
William Wartes, a flying missionary, 
sighted three missing men and their 
ice-grounded plane on the frozen Ar- 
tic Ocean and radioed the word that 
led to their rescue by another airman, 
it was learned recently. 

The plane had been missing for one 
day on a flight from Barrow to Uniat, 
in the Naval Oil Reserve. The rescued 
men were identified at Fairbanks as 
Lt. Edward Hallock, Airman 1 C Tom 
Finnan, and Airman 1 C Ed Peek, all 
of Ladd Air Force Base. 


PENTECOSTAL EXPELLED FROM 
SPAIN 


MADRID, Spain (EP) The Rev. Niels 
Erik Forsberg, a swedish Pentecostal 
missionary, has been expelled from 
Spain by government authorities, Pro- 
testant officials here reported. Mr. 
Forsberg, who had been in Spain for 
more than a year, left the country fol- 
+ He the expulsion order, the sources 
said. 


47 PER CENT OF ADULTS REPORT 
CHURCHGOING 

PRINCETON, N.J. (EP) On a typi- 
cal Sunday in late winter, a little less 
than half—roughly 47,000,000—of the 
nation’s adults can be found in 
church. In a survey recently complet- 
ed in a typical sample of the nation’s 
adults, 47 per cent said they had been 
to church during the week preceding 
the interview. Today’s figure repre- 
sents a sizable increase over an Amer- 
ican Institute of Public Opinion re- 
port in April, 1950, which showed 38 
per cent of the adults saying they had 
gone to church during the seven days 
preceding the interview. 

With the adult population today at 
100,000,000 (compared to 96,000,000 
four years ago) this means roughly 
that there are 10,000,000 more people 
in church on a typical Sunday than 
in 1950. This may be a reflection of 
the renewal of religious interest in 
America which many attribute to the 
example set by President Eisenhower, 
a regular churchgoer. Interviewing 
was completed during the first week 
of March. Here are the results by re- 
ligious affiliation:

Church attendance increases, the 
survey finds, after people reach the 
age of 30. The proportion of those be- 
tween 21 and 29 who went to church 
during the period covered by the sur- 
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vey was 43 per cent as compared with 
48 per cent between the ages of 30 
and 49, and 49 per cent who are 50 
and over. By areas of the country, 
the highest ppoteseee of church- 
goers is found in the East, where a 
majority of 52 per cent said they had 
—_ to church during the past seven 
ays. 


RUSSIAN YOUTH “BACKSLIDING” 
INTO CHURCHES 

MOSCOW, Russia (EP) Young Com- 
munists in the Soviet Union are back- 
sliding into religion often enough for 
Komsomol Pravda, organ of the Com- 
munist Youth League, to devote a 
couple of articles a month to the prob- 
lem. The paper uses these incidents 
to call for an intensified drive against 
religion, and what it calls “prejudices 
and superstitions.” 

It notes that Komsomol (Communist 
Youth League) congresses in various 
republics of the U.S.S.R. in periods 
devoted to criticism and self-critici- 
cism, have devoted considerable time 
to members accused of coming under 
the influence of religious “cults.” It 
was found that some youths even were 
acting as acolytes for priests. 


GRAHAM REJECTS MILLION- 
DOLLAR CONTRACT 

(EP) It is * soly- that the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company offered 
to make Evangelist Billy Graham a 
sort of “NBC Arthur Godfrey,” but he 
refused. According to Eternity, the of- 
fer involved a daily TV program. It 
would have permitted the evangelist 
to give a moral or spiritual message 
at the close. Furthermore, it would 
have left him free to continue his 
evangelistic campaigns. 

But on the eve of his departure for 
a campaign in Britain, the evangelist 
turned the offer down. Graham would 
not comment on the financial ar- 
rangements, but it was strongly rum- 
ored that he had refused a million- 
dollar contract because his “first call 
is to preach the gospel.” 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 


The head of Detroit’s police censor 
bureau gave this testimony, “There 
has not been a sex murder in the his- 
tory of the Detroit Police Department 
in which the killer was not an avid 
reader of lewd books and magazines.” 


Thomas S. Kepler in his recent book 
“A Spiritual Journey with Paul” states 
that while Protestant Christians the 
world over were putting $30,000,000 in- 
to their world missionary envelopes 
during a twelve-month riod, 625,- 
000 people in 24 days laid down $57,- 
760,942 on the horses at Belmont, Long 
Island, race track. 


The publicity seaceming ie harm- 
ful effects of smoking is having some 
effect, according to Time. An adver- 
tising trade magazine has polled 2,200 
United States advertising and mar- 
keting executives. Of almost 1,500 who 
smoke, 35 per cent have cut down on 
their smoking, and 23 per cent have 
stopped smoking altogether.
